Howard Douglas, Chief Censor, Gives Evidence Before 
Public Accounts Committee of Legislature—Only 
Four States in Union Have Censorship, He Tells the 


Committee Friday Morning. 


How the motion pictures which Al- 
berta goes every day to eee are care- 
fully put through a “dry-cleaning” 
process under the supervision of the 
government censor was oultined in de- 
tail to the public accounts committee 
of the legislature Friday morning when 
Howard Douglas, chief censor, was 
questioned at length by W. M. David- 
gon, North Calgary, assisted by Mrs. L. 
Cc. McKinney, Claresholm. 

Mr, Douglas showed that the censor- 
ehip of moving pictures is about as 
Strict in this province as in any part 
of the world where the owlluloid play 
ts patroniz™, The fact that all filme 
entering Canada come through Mont- 
rea] and usually pass through the cen- 
sorship of the provinces of 
Ontario, Manitoba and Saskatchewan 


befora entering Alberta was one safe- | 


Mr. Dougles sald that one 
against a film registered in 
any of ¢t? provinoes was suffictent 
to have it gorously examined here, 
and oftentimes a play that passed the 
other provinces was penalized in Al- 
berta. 

Mr, Douglas stated that he favored 
a permanent board of appeal in the 
province instead of the present system 
of a specially selected board being 
called together in every instance 
where the picture exchanges protest 
against the ruling of the ohief censor. 
He did not care to express an opinion 
on the inquiry from Mr. Davidson 
to the advisability of having this board 
hear appeals from the public against 
the showing of certain pictures. He 
pointedout that this privilege would 
of course only be available in most 
cases where the picture had already 
been shown.

Findings Are Arrived at After 
Conference Held Recently in 
Ottawa

Setting a standard for the commercial 
feeds to be put on the merket for the use 
of the farmers, the dominion government 
last year passed an act called the “Feed- 
ing Stuffs Act.’ in wiich it was undertaken 
to regulate the sale and inspection of 
cotamercial feeding stuffs, bran, shorts, 
middlings, and chop feeds. As some diffi- 
culty was found by some of the mills, 
through lack of proper machinery to con- 
form in toto to the requirements, a com- 
mittee was appoitned by the gorernment 
to confer with the millers and come t 
some conclusion for recommendation to th 
government. This conference was held in 
January of this year and the matter was 
discussed from every angle: 

The screenings remored from the western

of contract between the live stock branch 
of the federal department of agriculture

Subsequent to the termination of this con- 
tract there was no fixed standard of quality 
for screenings. and Canadian feeders canld 
not be aseu of obtaining e uniform 
product for feeding purposes, 
hence a falling off in demand 

The advisory board under the Feeding 
Stu Act, 1920, recommended tha re-es- 
tablishing of a standard of quality which 
has been mede effective by agreement and 
is es follows 

“Standard recleaned screenings shall 
contain any or all of the following in- 
gred $s, in any proportion; breken or 
shrunken wheat, flax, rye barley, oats, 
pin oats, wild oats, and wild buck- 
wheat; and shall not contain more than 
3 per cent. of chaff and dust, and not 
more than 3 per cent. of any or all 
kinds and varieties of mustard or other 
small weed seeds. 

“Any inspection certificate issued for 
stnadard recleaned screenings shall 
show thereon the percentage of small 
seeds, including mustard.” 

When placing orders for this product 
purchasers should clearly specify “Stan4- 
ard recieaned screenings” and require a 
grain inspector's certificate to this effect. | 
Otherwise “Elevator screenings” will be 
delivered, i 

It should be understood that Standard 
Recleaned Screenings as defined may not 
meet the requirements of the Feeding Stuffs 
Act to be sold as a feeding stuff. Many 
elevators ere not equipped with machinery 
which will enable them to offer screenings 
sufficiently recleaned te meet these re- 
quirements. Owners of screenings are at 
lUberty, however to eel] this product to far 
iners who manufactury their own feeds or 
to manufacturers who by further clean- 
ing or mixing may prepare therefrom a 
product which mey be sold as a registered 
commercial feeding stuff

The cultivation cf fibre flax in 
Canada has hitherto been retarded by 
labor difficulties, The crop has had 
to be pulled by hand, a laborious and 
very expensive process, for which 
rates as high ag $25 an acre, piece- 
work, have been paid in the Bust. 
This year the Vessot flax-pulling ma- 
chine has been brought to a state of 
practical development and has oper- 
ated euccessfully both in Ontario and 
Manitoba. There is not the slightest 
doubt but that this machine represents 
the solution of the labor problem in 
regard to flax. Its capacity is from 
six to nine acres a day, flepending 
upon the weight of the crop.

FARMER HAS GOOD RESULTS 
_ FROM FEEDING SUNFLOWER 
ENSILAGE TO DAIRY CATTLE 


Fed Ensilage Twice Per Day With Some Roughage and Chop— 
Considerably Increased Milk Flow 


fP. Berube, a “farmer some eight 


miles south of Edmonton, grew a field 
of fifteen acres of sunflowers last year 
which yielded from twenty to twenty- 
five tons per acre and ensiled the 
crop in two large esflos built for the 
purpose, as feed for his stock. He has 
been feeding the ensilage since last 
fall to a herd of some fifty head of 
‘dairy cattle and young stock along 
jwith some greenfeed and hay and 
jsome chop with very good results. 
During the coming summer he in- 
ltends to grow a similar acreage of 
|sunflowers as well as some corn. 


| Mr. Berube is operating a fairly 
large farm and is in the dairy Dusiness 


| year he milks from thirty to thirty- 
| five cows and the problem of securing 
jenough feed to supply this herd was 
|more or less_a difficult one, and one 
|which was easily overcome® by the 
sunflower crop and the silo. Last year 
he seeded fifteen acres of sunflow- 
ors. This was hia first experience with 
an ensilage crop, but judging from 


many mistakes in growing the crop. 
‘Most of the crop went as high as 
twenty-five tons per acre while some 
parts of the field yielded even more.
